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(57), ,Abstracl: A data transmission cable that 
can be laid without damaging the surface of a 
wall, ceiling, floor or the like and without using 
a fixing tool or the like, not impairing the external 
appearance of the wired place, or a cable, having 
a plurality of core wires, that can be laid with less 
crosstalk. A data transmission cable (1) comprises a 
core wire (2) having a medium for data transmission, 
and a cover member (4) covering at least part of 
the core wire (2) and having viscosity. Thus, since 
the cover member (4) has viscosity, the cable can be 
easily stuck to a wall (6) or the like. Further, since 
it becomes possible to lay the cable on the surface 
of the wall (6) or the like without using any fixing 
tool, screws, nails or the like, it is only the cable 
that is exposed to the surface of the wall (6) or the 
like, thus improving the external appearance. 
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ABSTRACT 

There is provided a cable for data transmission 
which can be wired and constructed without damaging a 
5 surface of a wall, ceiling, floor or the like, without 

using any clamps and which does not degrade appearance of 
a wired space, and further, allows the wiring 
construction of the cable provided with a plurality of 
core wires in a state of less crosstalk. A cable (1) for 

10 data transmission includes a core wire (2) having a 
medium that transmits data and a coating member (4) 
having adhesiveness and coating at least part of the core 
wire (2) . In this way, because of the adhesiveness of 
the coating member (4) , it is easy to stick the cable 

15 onto a wall (6) or the like. Moreover, since a wiring 

construction of the cable on a surface of the wall (6) or 
the like without using a clamp, screw or nail is made 
possible, only the cable is exposed on the surface of the 
wall (6) or the like and the appearance thereof is
